Interpersonal ele-

ments of relevance, repetition, relating, 

rhythm, reward, and respect (six R’s) are 

used to create a neurobiological healing ma-

trix. The workshop operationalizes these in-

terpersonal-neurobiological concepts into 

understandable terms and practices.
